Died in His Sleep

ing, unnecessary, and provocative 
orders-in-council issued by an au- 
tocratic administration at Ottawa 
is to attempt to camouflage the 
policy of the government by asso- 
ciating it with the traditions of the 
Mounted Police. 


The Law Needs Amendment. 


Three years ago the Northern 
Alberta Gas Development Com- 
pany entered into a contract with 
the city whereby the Company 
was given the privilege of selling 
gas within the city under certain 
conditions. 

The Company has not fulfilled 
the conditions as to completion 
of its enterprise and commence- 
ment of the delivery of gas; but 
is now applying to the Publie Util- 
ities Commission of the province 
to alter the conditions of the con- 
tract in favor of, the company 
without any compensating altera- 
tion in favor of the city. 

The company holds that the 
commission has power to thus ig- 
nore the reading of the contract 
and alter its terms at discretion. 
If it is a fact, or is even reason- 
ably arguable, that the commis- 
sion has such power under the 
law as it stands, the Legislature of 
the Province, in the interests of 
the publie, should change that law 
so as to remove any possible con- 
tention that the commission has 
this power. 

The essential business of a Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission of a su- 
pervisory character is to protect 
the public against just such jug- 
glery as is being attempted by the 
Northern Alberta Gas Develop- 
ment Company. If the commission 
has power, as is claimed by the 
company, to set aside the condi- 
tions of a contract made between

other corporate body ,and to w rite 
into an agreement such terms as 


| it pleases, it is vested with a pow-| 


er that is not only unnecessary to 
the discharge of its duty, but a 
power with which no appointed 
authority should be clothed.

mission has such power establishes 
either that the Publie Utilities 
Commission of the Province has 
been founded upon a wrong legal 


basis or that the wording of the | 


statute defining its authority is 
unfortunate. In either event 
amendment of the Act, to the end

| sion has no such power, cannot be 


done at too early a date.
